HOWARD 


Students and staff mourn the 
sudden death of Kenneth Howard, teacher 
and friend. Mr. Howard suffered a _ 


heart attack on July 17 and died 


immediately. 


On Thursday, September 6, a 
memorial service was held for Mr. 


Howard at 1:30 in the Richie 


Auditorium. Students and staff along 
with Howard family members gathered to 
remember a great man. 


Will Evans, Superintendent of KSB, 
opened the service by recognizing 
members of the Howard family who were 
presesnt. They included Mr. Howard's 
wife Marlene, his daughter Kim, his son 
Kenny Ray and his wife, his two 
granddaughters, his sister Lucy and her 
husband, his brother Harold, his 
mother, and Mrs. Howard's parents Mr. 
and irs. Wells. Mr. Evans stated that 


it is important that we have this time 
to share memories because Mr. Howard 
was a special friend, special teacher, 


and a special colleague. 


Mr. Jim Richardson read from Psalm 
¢3 and then led us in prayer. 


Karolann Smith, senior at KSB, 
shared her memories saying that Mr. 
Howard many times offered her good 
books to read and encouraged her to 
read. She remembered the way he used 
to tease her and cal! her Mama Cass 
after one of the members of a sixties 
rock group, the Mamas and Papas. She 
said that she would miss the jokes that 
we all called "Mr. Howard jokes." She 
remembered his love for Paul Harvey 
broadcasts and said that she would love 
to have talked with him about the 
current Middle East crisis. 


Philip Taylor, junior at KSB, 
talked about his citizenship trophy 
which now meant even more to him 
because it had been given to him by Mr. 


Howard. He said anyone who met him 
could feel the joy he brought to 
everyone, that he was a teacher inside 
and outside the classroom, that he 
always took an interest in you 


personally. He could make school and 


learning fun and would always take time 
to talk personally to students. He 
could bring out the beauty in nature to 


everyone. Philip closed with saying 


that you don't really realize how much 


a person means to you until he is gone. 


Brother Bill Hancock, Mr. Howard's 
minister, spoke of his love for the 
students at KSB, his family. and his 
church. KSB was his second home. 
Calling Mr. Howard a great man, 
"Brother Bill" said that we could 
“sound the trumpet" for a man who had a 
great zest for living and a drive for 
victory. He praised Mr. Howard's 
belief in the value of work and in the 


fact that he didn't want special 


considerations from anyone who thought 
that he was limited by his vision. He 
praised Mr. Howard's faithfulness to 


the Lord, to the Bible, to prayer, and 
to his family and friends.

dust Lasit year the Middletown 
-ions Clubs created a special fund 
salled the Technology Fund as a 
district program for the 1989-90 year. 
Jistrict 43B-N has a way to raise money 
through a charitable event called the 
Nhite Cane Days. This event raised 
over $8,000 for the high tech fund. 


The money that was raised bought 
four computers. Each computer came 
With a color monitor, twenty megabyte 
hard drive, Eight-in-One program 
already installed on the hard drive, 


Epson printer, NFB Speaqualizer ¢.éed, 
and a MMG Turbo XT computer which is 
IBM compatible. 


Two of these computers are now in 
current use with senior Michael McCarty 
and junior Tom Shaffer. Mike is using 
the computer at home, even teaching his 
little sister. 


The basic computer costs 
approximately $1,400 and the 
speaqualizer adds $800 to this cost. 
Following graduation, the student has 
the option of purchasing the computer 
at the price of Lions’ cost or 
returning the equipment to the schoo! 
for other students to use. 


These computers are available to 
'!l students with priority qoing to 
seniors who wish to use them to pursue 


college education. 


Mr. Mills has information on the 


process of acquiring a computer. Mr. 
Mills states that there are 9,000 Lions 


in the commonwealth of Kentucky and if 
aach one contributes one dollar, 
another four computers can be purchased 
For use by visually impaired students. 
This project is now statewide for all 


visually impaired students.
